Farewell to the King 


Before Jerry Lewis, few people knew what Muscular Dystrophy was. Hell, few 
people knew what Labor Day was before he started hosting those telethons. 


Even though the Muscular Dystrophy Association booted him as master of 
ceremonies years ago, I always associated Labor Day with the King of Comedy. 
And I will continue to do that, as Mr. Lewis passed away at the ripe old age of 
91 as I was preparing Beachcomber’s Labor Day issue. 


The sad thing about Jerry’s death is that I (and many fans) just assumed he 
had a thing or two left in him. The man didn’t spend a whole lot of time away 
from the spotlight, even in his tenth decade. Earlier this year, I got to see what 
is likely the man’s last movie performance—Max Rose, filmed several years ago 
but only recently released. 


A good movie it’s not, but still worth a look because it’s Jerry. 


But if you’ve never seen The Bellboy, The Errand Boy, The Ladies Man, The 
Nutty Professor or The Patsy—from Lewis’ peak as a comic actor and filmmaker, 
all five of them true blue classics—you should start there. 


A couple years ago, Lewis donated a print of his never-released 1972 dramedy 
The Day the Clown Cried to the Library of Congress. He stated that the film, set 
in a Nazi concentration camp, would never be screened as long as he was alive. 
The movie’s notoriety has only increased over the last 45 years, and you could 
spend all day Googling and YouTubing it. 


In the 90s, Jerry Lewis appeared in a couple of excellent under-the-radar 
pictures that are hard to find but well worth seeking out—Emir Kusturica’s 
Arizona Dream (co-starring Faye Dunaway and Johnny Depp) and Peter 
Chelsom’s Funny Bones. 


I didn’t really “get” Jerry Lewis until I was in my 30s, though I loved his dramatic 
turn in Martin Scorsese’s King of Comedy (1983). I rented a copy of The Nutty 
Professor shortly after seeing Eddie Murphy’s 1996 remake (executive produced

After that, I wasted lots of 
time seeking out Lewis’ other movies— 
not the easiest thing to do 20 years 
ago. You kids have it so easy now. 


Jerry’s son was the frontman for the 
band Gary Lewis and the Playboys, 
and in the Lewis-directed The Family 
Jewels, there’s a really great scene 
where Jerry just sits in his living room 
and plays the 45 of his kid’s hit song 
“This Diamond Ring” for what seems 
like the full duration of the record. I 
thought this was the coolest thing 
ever and still do. 


And I haven’t even touched on the 
man’s extraordinary work with Dean 
Martin (think Beatlemania multiplied 
by a hundred), his triumph on 
Broadway in Damn Yankees, or the 
time we made each other laugh during 
the Q&A portion of a performance at 
the Beau Rivage in Biloxi. 


Or Cracking Up (a/k/a Smorgasbord) 
from 1983, which is uneven but full of 
great comic moments—that was Lewis’ 
last movie as director, and while it 
never got a proper theatrical release, it 
turned up all the time on the CBS Late 
Movie and the Movie Channel. 


On a poignant note of sorts, I used 
several Jerry bits in an Act4Murder 
show at the Pensacola Beach ELKS 
Lodge the night before the King of 
Comedy died. Those of us in the 
business call it an “homage.” You may 
rightly call it a “rip-off.”

Alaqua Rescues 20 Border Collies, 15 Cats 
from Ailing Woman in Santa Rosa County 


There are some people who love 
animals so much that they will 
sacrifice their own living conditions 
to keep them. This was the case in 
Santa Rosa County, where a lady had 
been living on her own with about 35 
animals, consisting of approximately 
20 Border collie dogs and 15 cats. 
The lady had fallen gravely ill and 
was not able to properly clean her 
home. Regrettably, the sheer number 
of animals eventually began to take 
it over to the point where it was 
eventually uninhabitable. 


That’s when Alaqua Animal Refuge 
stepped in to help. Reluctantly, the 
owner of the animals turned the 
animals over to Alaqua. “It is very 
difficult for someone in her position to 
relinquish her animals. They are the 
only family she has known, and some 
of them have been with her for a very 
long time,” said Laurie Hood, Alaqua 
founder. 


The location for this animal rescue was 
well over an hour and a half away from 
Alaqua. Therefore, the organization 
reached out to its rescue partners for 
help in trying to get these animals the 
care and attention they so desperately 
needed. 


Without hesitation, Save Underdogs, 
H.E.A.R.T. Animal Rescue, the Lucky 


Puppy, Saving With Soul, and CARE 
representatives all stepped up to assist. 
Santa Rosa County officials were also 
key partners in the rescue operation, 
as their presence on-site made sure 
that the rescue went smoothly and 
helped Alaqua ensure that the animals 
were caught and brought to safety. 


“This is the way it is supposed to 
be—so many like-minded groups all 
coming together to save the lives of 
animals. A special thanks to Santa 
Rosa County for their help. Northwest 
Florida is lucky to have so many caring 
individuals in our community,” said 
Hood. 


The animals were brought to Alaqua 
Animal Refuge after the rescue, where 
medical care was given immediately. 
All of the animals were adequately 
evaluated and given proper treatment 
for fleas and other ailments. After the 
animals have been medically cleared 
and are ready to go to new homes, they 
will be available for adoption. 


Because of the high number of 
mosquitoes on the property, Alaqua’s 
medical staff anticipates that the 
dogs will likely be heartworm positive. 
Unfortunately, the cost for these dogs 
to be ready for new forever homes will 
likely be approximately $1,000 per 
dog. 


The cats in the home appear to be very 
scared and possibly feral. Alaqua is in 
the process of searching for farms or 
barns that may want to take in barn 
cats, after they have been medically 
evaluated and altered. Interested 
parties can reach out to Alaqua at 
850-880-6399. 


Any and all donations are helpful. The 
daily work at Alaqua Animal Refuge, 
including rescues such as this, could

not be done without the support of the 
local community and beyond. 


“We urge the community to donate to 
the animals’ rescue and recovery, and 
to give also to the other groups who 
dropped everything to assist us to get 
these animals to safety. Without their 
help, Alaqua could have not been able 
to lead such a smooth rescue,” said 
Hood.

Secretary of State Ken Detzner 
recently announced the designation 
of DeFuniak Springs, Frostproof 
and Havana as Florida Main Street 
communities.

Street program, communities are 
offered a comprehensive strategy 
to support local revitalization and 
historic preservation efforts. With 
the addition of DeFuniak Springs, 
Frostproof and Havana, the Florida 
Main Street program has reached 
a milestone of 50 designated Main 
Street communities around the state. 


“I am pleased to welcome DeFuniak 
Springs, Frostproof and Havana 
as the three newest Main Street 
communities,” said Secretary Detzner. 
“These cities played an important 
role in Florida’s history and early 
economy, and with participation in 


the Florida Main Street program, 
their downtowns are again becoming 
thriving commercial districts. The 
Florida Main Street program has 
seen tremendous success since its 
inception in 1985, and I am proud 
that we now have 50 designated 
communities throughout Florida.” 


Incorporated in 1901, DeFuniak 
Springs, which is the county seat of 
Walton County, played a major role 
during the Chautauqua Movement, a 
nationwide adult education movement 
popular in the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries, as the wintertime home 
for the Chautauqua Assemblies. The 
assemblies drew 4,000 people daily to 
educational seminars based on art, 
education, recreation and religion.

Chamber and School 
Board Identify Path 
to Destin High School 


After many conversations between 
representatives from the Destin 
Chamber of Commerce and_ the 
Okaloosa County School District, a 
plan that will lead to a Destin High 
School is being finalized. 


For this to become a reality, a half-cent 
sales tax benefiting the school district 
must be passed. Not only will it create 
a Destin High School, it will allow for 
much needed improvements for Destin 
Elementary School, Destin Middle School 
and all other schools in Okaloosa County. 


In executive session during a specially 
called Board of Directors meeting, the 
Chamber Board voted unanimously to 
support a referendum by mail ballot 
for a half-cent sales tax to support 
infrastructure improvements for all 
Okaloosa County schools, including 
the creation of a high school in Destin. 


“This is the perfect example of 
two community organizations 
understanding their roles, having 
positive communications, and finding 
a solution together that benefits 
Okaloosa County and Destin,” said 
Destin Chamber President and CEO 
Shane Moody. “The creation of a 
Destin High School is a positive for 
the business community, for the 
quality of place, and for the quality of 
life of our residents.”

DeFuniak Springs Designated a 
Florida Main Street Program 601) 


in Florida and served as the center of 
a thriving economic attraction. The 
Chautauqua Assemblies were active 
from 1885 to 1927. Appreciating its 
role in Florida’s history, the city’s goal 
is to preserve, promote and diversify 
the area’s economic base. 


Located in Polk County, Frostproof is 
ideally situated along the Lake Wakes 
ridge and enjoys a vista of rolling hills 
and miles of orange groves. History 
shows that the name Frostproof was 
a marketing ploy to convince northern 
investors, farmers and homeowners 
to move to an area that was safe from 
frost. The town thrived during the 
1920s Florida land boom and was 
once a center for the citrus industry. 
Many of the historic downtown 
buildings from this era remain intact 
and ready for commerce. 


The town of Havana has a deep-rooted 
and unique history. Located in the 
Panhandle just 20 miles north of 
Tallahassee, Havana was founded 
in the late 19th century and was 
incorporated in 1906. The local 
economy was long based on growing 
shade tobacco and at one time 
produced 95 percent of the shade 
tobacco on the American market. 
Havana was one of only two places 
in the United States where shade 


tobacco used for wrapping cigars was 
grown. 


Shade tobacco was the economic 
engine of this small community for 
nearly 100 years before the tobacco 
industry declined in the early 1960s. 
Historic buildings that once served 
the tobacco industry were converted 
to successful retail stores in the 
early 1990s. With the Main Street 
designation, the town plans for a 
resurgence in retail possibilities. 


Secretary Detzner’s designation of the 
latest Florida Main Street communities 
is based on the recommendation of the 
six-member ad hoc Florida Main Street 
Advisory Committee. Organizations 
represented on the committee include 
the Florida Division of Historical 
Resources, Florida Department 
of Economic Opportunity, Florida 
Redevelopment Association, Florida 
League of Cities, Florida Trust for 
Historic Preservation, and Marianna 
Main Street, Inc. 


Since the Florida Main Street program 
launched in 1985, Florida Main Street 
communities have brought in more 
than $2.6 billion in public and private 
reinvestment, and created more than 
26,000 jobs and 8,000 businesses.

Science, Shmience, Let’s Emit Some Gas!

Those darned scientists. Why do they 
have to be so negative? 


A new federal climate science special 
report says it’s “extremely likely” that 
human activity has caused more than 
half the rise in global temperatures 
during the last 40 years. 


The report, which is under review by 
our climate denier-in-chief, is based 
on the work of scientists in 13 federal 
agencies. 


Can’t we just fire all these people so 
they'll quit talking about this stuff? 


A recent draft of the report states: 
“Many lines of evidence demonstrate 
that human activities, especially 
emission of greenhouse (heat trapping) 
gases, are primarily responsible for 
recent observed climate changes.” 


Please, just stop. 


The study could embarrass President 
Trump because it totally contradicts 
his stated beliefs. He and some top 
members of his team—including EPA 
chief Scott Pruitt—reject the notion 
that humans contribute significantly to 
overheating the planet. 


In Florida, Gov. Rick  Scott’s 
administration fought to stifle this 
same dangerous idea by telling staff 
members not to use the words “climate 
change” or “global warming” in official 
documents. 


Scott has denied giving such an order, 
but in 2015 the Florida Center for 
Investigative Reporting found that 
the evil-word ban had been imposed 
on contractors, employees, and even 
volunteers for the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 


Former staff members and scientists 
working with other state agencies— 
including the Department of 
Transportation, South Florida Water 
Management District and Department 
of Health—had similar stories. 


One episode involved an epidemiologist 
who was writing a paper with DOH 
about ciguatera poisoning from Florida 
seafood. The agency sent back a draft 
of the study in which every use of 
the term “climate change” had been 
marked for deletion. 


Does such skittish censoring really 
work? 


Not as well as the governor’s truth- 
suppression crew had hoped, 
unfortunately. Folks in Florida are 
still talking about the effects of rising 
temperatures. 


For hardcore deniers, one big challenge 
is the annoying and highly visible rise 
of sea levels, especially in popular 
coastal destinations. 


If Scott didn’t steer clear of Miami 
Beach on certain high tides, he’d 
literally have to roll up his trousers 
before wading across the street to say 
he still hasn’t made up his mind about 
global warming. 


Image-wise, it doesn’t help that the 
submerging of South Florida is featured 
in Al Gore’s new climate-change film, 
An Inconvenient Sequel. Luckily for 
deniers, not that many people line 
up at the movies to see fact-filled 
documentaries. 


While Trump has openly scoffed at 
climate-change data, Scott professes 
uncertainty. When pressed for an 
opinion, the governor once famously 
replied, “I’m not a scientist.” 


That non-response allowed him to 
appear to acknowledge the higher 
qualifications of climate experts, even 
as he enacted policies to mute their 
findings. 


(Scott didn’t invent the “I’m-not-a- 
scientist” dodge. Sen. Marco Rubio had 
previously used it to duck a climate- 
change question, and it has since been 
tried by Senate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell and other Republicans). 


Trump himself isn’t averse to stealing a 
good line. Both Ronald Reagan and Bill 
Clinton had promised to make America 
great again, in those exact words. 


But the president can’t credibly dismiss 
the climate-change question just by 
saying he’s no scientist—not when he’s 
staring at a scary, 600-plus page report 
compiled by scientists from 13 different 
government agencies. 


That’s a formidable stack of evidence. 
However, the White House has 28 
fireplaces, which is more than enough 
to do the job. 


The Guardian newspaper reports that 
the U.S. Agriculture Department— 
apparently following Florida’s lead— 
has directed staff members to avoid 
using “climate change” in documents. 
The term “weather extremes” is the 
preferred alternative. 


Now, why can’t the rest of America get 
on board and put these climate whiners 
in their place? It’s time to banish 
reckless pronouncements like this: 


“The risk of climate change is clear and 
the risk warrants action. Increasing 
carbon emissions in the atmosphere 
are having a warming effect.” 


The source for that lump of liberal, 
fear-mongering propaganda? 


ExxonMobil, the largest producer of 
carbon-emitting fuels in the world. 
It’s actually posted on the corporate 
website: Climate change is real. Ditto 
for global warming. 


And: “There is a broad scientific and 
policy consensus that action must be 
taken to further quantify and assess 
the risks.” 


Again with the science stuff? 


Unbelievable—if you’re a dedicated, 
die-hard denier, that is.

Once (and my “once” means the 
‘70s and early ‘80s), there wasn’t a 
concert I wouldn’t go to. Billy Joel. 
Grateful Dead. Van Halen. Blondie. 
The Ramones. Dylan. Springsteen. All 
I needed was a ticket. 


Finding a ride? Bad seats? The crowd? 
The smell? The beach ball? All that 
was part of the fun. I can’t recall a 
show where I didn’t come out saying, 
“That was great!” 


But at some point, something changes. 
Don’t know why. It just does. The same 
way you can no longer eat a chili dog at 
3 a.m. without severe consequences. 


It’s like that. 


Something turns. And things that 
never used to bother you bother you 
to no end. 


It starts with the traffic. Never used 
to notice. Maybe because your car 
was stuffed with college pals or your 
latest heartthrob, and you blasted the 
artist’s music to get in the mood. 


Now, you sit in the non-moving exit 
lane, muttering the words “This is 


ridiculous.” Your radio is tuned to the 
traffic report. You tap your leg and 
check your watch. 


Once you've reached the parking 
lot, and paid some exorbitant $30 
fee—and again muttered, “This is 
ridiculous”—you join the mob trying 
to get through security. Again, I never 
recall this bothering us when we were 
younger. These days, we bounce on 
our toes to see which turnstile has the 
best flow. 


Once inside, you find yourself sniffing. 
I don’t care who’s performing. It could 
be the Mormon Tabernacle Choir. 
Someone is smoking dope. And what 
used to be a youthful, “Yeah! That 
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makes it a concert!” is now a scrunched 
face and an eye roll and one of those 
“T hope they’re not driving” comments. 


And then the show starts. 


Again, when we were younger, the first 
blasted notes were all that mattered. 
You high-fived your concert-mates as 
if the opening number was handpicked 
for you. But these days, the song is less 
important than the six rows in front of 
you who just leaped to their feet, and 
now all you can see is their heads. 


And when you stand, you still can’t 
see the stage, because everyone is

Informal reviews of my routine included “shocking,”

almost like something from outer space.” 


I was only able to dance to one song before I was 
hustled, by my family, off the floor. But by then 
the entire crowd was dancing, albeit in a more 
controlled (boring) sort-of white people’s dance 
style. 


That was pretty much my contribution to three days 
of revelry surrounding Leah and Matt’s wedding. 
I also walked Leah down to the beach where the 
ceremony took place. 


It was a lovely wedding. Leah was gorgeous. Matt 
was handsome. 


Other than the wedding festivities, it was a slow 
week on Guana Cay.

Last week, I decided to go see Rod 
Stewart and Cyndi Lauper at one of 
those outdoor concert venues with 
covered seats closer in and a big 
lawn behind, popular in the summer, 
closed in the winter. 


The 
ticket price ($87) was ridiculous. The 
“service charge” from the internet site 
was, I’m not kidding, $27 per ticket, and 
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they don’t tell you that until checkout, 
and everything I’ve already mentioned, 
from the dope to the beach ball, was in 
full effect. iPhones. Beer. Blocked view. 


And yet. 


And yet, there was a point, deep in the 
show, when Rod Stewart, now in his 
70s (and can you believe how many 
artists are out performing in their 
70s? How did they get so old and we 
didn’t?), said he would do a “lovely 
song” from a 1971 album. 


And he sang “Reason to Believe.” 


And it was all worth it, because you 
are reminded of, sorry, kids, how 
much better music was back then 
than it is today. 


If I listened, long enough to you

That it’s all true, 

Knowing that you lied, 

straight faced 

While I cried 

Still I look to find a reason to believe. 


Come on. Find me pop lyrics today 
that match that. So even though going 
to a concert feels like root canal as you 
get older, music can still, as “American 
Pie” declared, save your mortal soul.

No sophomore slump for 
contemporary jazz-pop artist 
Michael J. Thomas, who recently 
released his album Driven on the 
Harbor Breeze Records imprint. The 
10-song set burst out of the gate, 
jolted by a wave of national airplay 
for the first single “Baby Coffee,” 
earning Billboard most-added honors 
in its debut week, followed by an add 
at SiriusXM’s Watercolors, leading 
the saxophonist-vocalist to sign a 
distribution deal for the project with 
Perry Music Group/Sony Music. 


It’s been seven years since Thomas 
issued his instrumental debut 
City Beat, and six years since he 
made his vocal debut with the 
infectious standalone’ single “I 
Think About Amy,” which peaked 
at No. 16 on the Billboard chart 
after a remix by two-time Grammy 
winner Paul Brown. Driven is 
Thomas’ first collection to combine 
sax-led soul-jazz instrumentals and 
R&B-pop vocal tunes that showcase 
a voice programmers and reviewers 
have compared to Michael Jackson 
and George Michael. It’s a varied, 
exhilarating session written and 
produced by Thomas and longtime 


collaborator Shannon Wallace, with 
additional tracks produced by Oli 
Silk, Trammell Starks and Music 
Man Dre Forbes. 


“I got the bug to record anew album in 
2014. I hadn’t written anything new 
in a while, and all of these melodies 
and lyrics were hitting me. However, 
the songs didn’t all fit into one genre, 
but I recorded them anyway. I decided 
that this would be a passion project 
for me more than trying to write 
music that fits the traditional model,” 
says the Destin-based musician, who 
is submitting Driven for Grammy 
nomination consideration.

Let’s be honest. August has been 
hot. The breeze seems limited to the 
beach, the humid air turns us all 
into zombies, and I’m pretty sure the 
sun is out to kill us all. 


So it isn’t much surprise that most 
of us opted for cold drinks at 30A 
Songwriter Music & Coffee while 
we claimed our spots and watched 
Bruce Salmon load in his gear. 


Co-owner Josette Rhodes dimmed 
most of the lights and began the 
simultaneous live broadcast of the 
performance that is part of their 
Friday Night Originals series. It was 
time to get the show on the road. 


For over two hours without a break, 
it was easy to get to know a relaxed 
Salmon through his songs and the 
stories in between. He seemed to 
revel in the attentive audience. “It’s 
nice to be playing where people 
listen,” he said. 


He began by praising the venue as 
“an oasis” where “creative people 
can do what they do.” 


The Texas-based singer-songwriter’s 
compositions utilize complex 
rhythms and time signatures while 
painting vivid scenes with words. 
His songs celebrate moments of joy 
and moments of extreme upset—an 
honest (and sometimes satirical) 
take on life’s intriguing occasions. 


Salmon recently took a break to 
focus on songwriting, and he feels it 
paid off. ’d be apt to agree, based 
on the merit of his upcoming shows 
across Norway and the Netherlands. 


Whether he is sharing colorful 
characters with Cajun flair or 
singing a lullaby to process the 
ugliness of the world, Salmon is 
all about substance and damn fine 
tunes.

Amore for Italian Heritage = 
Sons and Daughters of Italy

The Order of the Sons of Italy in 
America (OSIA) is the largest and 
oldest national organization for men 
and women of Italian heritage in 
the United States. It was founded in 
1905 in the Little Italy neighborhood 
of New York City and was originally 
called Figli d'Italia. The objective of 
the group was to provide a support 
system for all Italian immigrants. 
Today, OSIA has thousands of family 
members of Italian descent located all 
over the United States. 


In 1978, the Joseph B. Franzalia 
Lodge #2422, located in Fort Walton 
Beach, was founded by Joseph 
Franzalia and 25 Americans of 
Italian descent. They soon affiliated 
with the OSIA and became a filial 
lodge of the Grand Lodge of Florida. 
The Franzalia lodge is founded upon 
the principles of liberty, equality 
and fraternity, and its membership 
consists mostly of Americans of 
Italian descent. Additionally, men 
and women who have an affinity for 
all things Italian are welcome to join 
as social members. 


Current President Lou Villanacci 
has been a member of the lodge since 
1990. His father and both sets of 
grandparents were born in Italy and 
moved to the Bronx in New York City. 
“We have a lot of nice people here. This 
is a working lodge, which means we 
would like all of our members to give 
of their time to our lodge,” he says. 


Sam Taormina, a founding member 
of the lodge, says, “Joseph Franzalia 


was my best friend. The fact that we 
are in our 39th year speaks volumes. 
It’s a nice club and lots of fun.” 


“Many people join to honor their 
parents. We have lots of Snowbirds 
who come back each year to our lodge 
because they are made to feel like 
family,“ says immediate past president 
Kathy Foster. 


The Franzalia lodge has been a 
community leader since its inception. 
The nonprofit organization contributes 
to many local and national charities 
such as Fresh Start for Children 
and Families, the American Cancer 
Society, Catholic Charities, and 
the annual Christmas party for 
the residents of Sunland Center in 
Marianna for starters. 


The Franzalia Lodge also awards 
educational scholarships each 
year for graduating seniors in 
Okaloosa County. The scholarships 
are awarded based on_ scholastic 
achievement, participation in school 
and community affairs, and financial 
need. The annual Amici d’Italiani Golf 
Tournament is held every year to raise 
money for the scholarships. 


Every January, Pasta Fagioli Night is 
held to introduce the community to the 
lodge. “Guests bring their own bowl, 
and six dollars covers all-you-can-eat 
soup, bread and dessert,” says Foster. 


In February, a dedicated dinner is 
held at the lodge to raise funds for the 
Wounded Warriors organization. To 
date, the lodge has donated $21,637 
to the Wounded Warriors. 


On ‘Tuesday nights, line dance 
classes are held at the lodge and are 
taught by past president Maddie 
McNeal. McNeal also instructs and 
leads the lodge’s Tarantella Dancers, 
who perform native Italian dances. 
McNeal has been a member of the 
lodge since 1994. “The lodge means a 
lot to me. I enjoy all the activities. It’s 
been like a family to me,” she says. 


The Franzalia lodge is also well 
known in the community for their 
Friday night Family Style Authentic 
Italian Pasta Dinner. It takes place 
weekly from 5 to 7 p.m. at 808 South 
Drive in Fort Walton Beach. For a 
great price, guests receive pasta with 
meatballs or sausage, garden salad 
and garlic bread. Bring the kids—it’s 
a family friendly atmosphere. 


Janet Rowell, a member since 1979, 


says, “This lodge has created lots of 
wonderful friendships and _ people 
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working together for one cause—to 
promote Italian heritage.” Boomer 
and Judy Graziano, members since 
2006, also mention the fellowship 
and sense of community the lodge 
brings. 


Reflecting the lodge’s respect, 
patriotism and honor for the military, 
the Franzalia lodge will host a dinner 
reception for the Italian Air Force 
Delegation August 26. 


A Bunco Night fundraiser is set for 
August 31. The public is invited, and 
tickets are on sale now for $25. Come 
out for a fun night with cash prizes 
and surprises. The ticket price also 
includes a dinner of chicken penne 
alfredo, salad, bread and dessert.

Ex-Marine Squares Things Away 
at FWB Bike Shop

“Send in the Marines!” isn’t just a 
catchphrase. The tough jobs don’t get 
done by themselves—you need the 
right people, the ones who won’t give 
up. You need the Marines. 


So when United States _ soldiers 
deployed to Kandahar needed 
help resuscitating an aging fleet of 
bicycles—crucial for getting around 
base—who better to help than veteran 
Marine Jason Miller, who runs the 
Bikes Plus bicycle shop in Fort Walton 
Beach? When one of his buddies at 
the Naval Air Station in Pensacola 
told him about the situation, Miller 
immediately went to work. 


Bikes Plus opened in Fort Walton 
Beach in November 2016. Its original 
home is in Pensacola, where it was 
founded in 1984. Bikes Plus has since 
built a loyal following and become an 
integral part of the Pensacola cycling 
community. 


Expansion has been in the works 
for some time, and with its central 
location and strong military presence, 
Fort Walton Beach beckoned. The new 
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Bikes Plus is nestled along a quiet 
stretch of Racetrack Road, and though 
it lacks the trendy Palafox address of 
the Pensacola mothership, it has tons 
of heart. 


As an avid cyclist himself, the 
youthful Miller has big dreams for the 
future. First, he sees Bikes Plus FWB 
as not just a bike store—sure, they 
offer bikes, gear and repairs—but as 
a vehicle to contribute to the local 
cycling community. While existing 
groups like Emerald Coast Cyclists 
have great offerings for Okaloosa 
County cyclists, Miller sees Bikes Plus 
as complementing what they do. 


Miller already leads local Saturday 
bike rides—fun and casual—and 
views the next step as setting up 
some races in the Fort Walton Beach 
area, giving both serious cyclists and 
fun-loving amateurs an _ organized 
outlet for competition. 


“When I look back at how I got into 
biking, a local shop would set up ina 
park and have a race,” he says. “There 
isn’t really anyone doing that here.” 
Miller is actively engaging with local 
officials, such as those at Jackson

Guard at Eglin Recreation, to bring 
his goals closer to fruition. 


Miller says his big cycling goal is 100 
miles, and, yes, you read that correctly. 
When he first mentioned this, my jaw 
dropped. “Yes, it’s a goal for a lot of 
people to hit that 100-miler,” he says. 
Happily, there is just such an event 
up the road in Milton, where they 
host the annual Blackwater Heritage 
Century Ride. Colloquially known 
as the Fenner Ride, this event takes 
place in October and raises funds for 
local charities. 


Miller wants to keep the weekly rides 
fun and casual, but also offer those 
who are interested the chance to go 
a little bit farther each week. Any 
cyclists wishing to build up to the 
Fenner Ride would “start in the spring 
and add a little mileage every week so 
[they] can have that option in the fall,” 
Miller says. 


Leading fellow cycling enthusiasts 
through their first 100-miler sounds 
like a big job, but that isn’t Miller’s 
biggest. The job nearest to his heart is 
helping fellow veterans, which brings 
us back to his current efforts to help 
military members currently deployed 
in Afghanistan. It wasn’t something 
he originally set out to do. 


“Yes, there’s bikes over there, but we 
never really thought about it,” says 
Miller. 


But once his NAS buddy John put 
the bug in his ear, Miller jumped in,

asking why nobody else was doing 
this. Then it was “Why aren’t we 
doing this?” Over time, Miller has put 
together countless boxes of tires and 
tubes and “pretty much everything 
else but helmets and pedals” that the 
folks in Kandahar might need to repair 
their bikes. The shipping logistics are 
still coming together, but he hopes to 
send everything over soon. 


Helping others is at the core of Our 
Purpose Sports Foundation, the 
nonprofit Miller recently founded 
with colleague Jennifer Jutkofsky. 
Our Purpose aims to organize events 
to raise money for worthy causes 
and to support disabled athletes, 
with a special focus on veterans of 
both the military and first responder 
communities. 


Although they officially incorporated 
as a Fort Walton Beach charity just 
this summer, no grass is growing 
under their feet—they’re starting with 
a bang in the Florida Keys for this 
September. The planned five-day ride 
starts in Key Largo and ends in Key 
West, with the proceeds going to help, 
in Miller’s words, “get all these other 
things going,” like continuing to send 
bicycle parts to Kandahar. 


Whether it’s shipping bicycle tubes 
a world away, helping local cyclists 
tackle their first century, or simply 
dealing with the nuts and bolts of a 
new store opening, you need the right 
person for the job. With Miller at the 
helm, the future looks bright for Fort 
Walton Beach’s Bikes Plus.

WSRE, PBS for the Gulf Coast, presents a special 
preview screening of highlights from The Vietnam 
War—the latest documentary project by filmmakers 
Ken Burns and Lynn Novick—Thursday, Sept. 7, at 
7 p.m. in the WSRE Jean & Paul Amos Performance 
Studio at Pensacola State College. 


The Vietnam War is a new 10-part, 18-hour 
documentary film series premiering Sept. 17 on 
PBS stations nationwide. Episodes will air nightly 
at 7 p.m. from Sunday through Thursday, Sept. 
17-21 and Sept. 24-28. The series will also be 
available for streaming for a limited time at pbs.org 
and on PBS apps. 


In an immersive narrative, Burns and Novick tell 
the epic story of the Vietnam War as it has never 
before been told on film. The Vietnam War features 
testimonies from nearly 100 witnesses, including 
many Americans who fought in the war and others 
who opposed it, as well as Vietnamese combatants 
and civilians from both the winning and losing 
sides. 


Ten years in the making, The Vietnam War brings 
the war and the chaotic era it encompassed 
viscerally to life. The series includes rarely seen, 
digitally re-mastered archival footage from sources 
around the globe, photographs taken by some of 
the most celebrated photojournalists of the 20th 
century, historic television broadcasts, evocative 
home movies, and revelatory audio recordings 
from inside the Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon 
administrations.

The 
documentary follows six Americans as they traveled 
to Vietnam and met more than 20 Vietnamese 
sons and daughters whose fathers died in the war, 
discovering their shared history and common grief. 


Concurrent with the broadcast premiere of The 
Vietnam War, the first five episodes will be available 
for streaming beginning Sept. 17 at pbs.org and 
on PBS apps, and the final five episodes will be 
available beginning Sept. 24. All episodes will 
remain accessible until Oct. 3.

The Norse Code = Enjoying Aquavit 


By Bruce Collier 


Aquavit is Latin for “water of life.” The French eau 
de vie and the Gaelic uisge beatha (whiskey) mean 
exactly the same thing. Even Russian voda (and its 
diminutive vodka) refers to water, though not to life. 
The first known mention of aquavit is in the 1500s, 
when a letter refers to it as a “help for all sort of 
illness.” It probably wasn’t, then or now, but it’s 
worth a try. 


Aquavit is distilled from grain or potatoes, and 
flavored with caraway, anise, orange or lemon 
peel, angelica and other spices or flavorings. As 
juniper is with gin, so caraway is with aquavit, the 
predominant flavor in most versions. There are 
aquavits for Christmas and other holidays, with 
special flavorings. Some is aged in wood. 


It is generally 80 proof, though there are higher 
proof versions. Aquavit is traditionally served chilled 
in small glasses, and sipped or knocked back, often 
accompanied by a toast. Beer is also drunk, before 
or after the aquavit. 


Despite being the national tipple of Iceland, Norway, 
Sweden, Finland, Denmark and parts of Germany, it 
is still relatively unknown here in the USA. With the 
exception of states like Minnesota and Wisconsin 
(with large Scandinavian-descent populations) 
and some small batch distillers in Washington, 
Illinois, California, Montana and Oregon, it’s not 
easy to find. What you do find is high quality and 
reasonably priced. 


I first tried aquavit in the 1980s, when I lived 
in New York. It was Aalborg (reviewed below). I 
started asking for it at restaurant bars, with about 
a 50/50 success rate—and it was usually Aalborg. 


I sampled four aquavits—from Iceland, 
Norway, Denmark and the USA. Two (Linie 
and Aalborg) can be found locally. The 

others you will have to order online or 

go where there are lots of people with 

Scandinavian surnames. I sipped a beer 

with each—Einstok of Iceland’s pale ale, 

white ale, and toasted porter. 


Brennivin — Iceland 

80 Proof, $39.99 for One Liter 

Brennivin has something of a cult status, 
helped by the fact that it was unavailable in 
the USA for a time. It has a citrusy, orange 
peel scent. The mouthfeel is oily, and it 
tastes mainly of caraway and licorice. It’s 
fruity, mild and dries on the finish. There’s 
no burn, very easy to drink. 


Linie - Norway 

83 Proof, $27.99 for 750 ml 

Linie is distinguished by its amber color (at 
least some of which comes from caramel 
coloring, which is permitted), and by the 
fact that it has been transported by sea in 
oak casks, from Norway to Australia and 
back, “twice across the Equator.” This is 
believed to add mellowness and character. 
This has a strong, bread-like caraway 
scent, which carries through into the taste. 


ORIGINAL ICELANDIC SPIAI 


There’s also orange peel. This is one to sip and 
savor, especially if you started with a chilled glass. 
The fragrance strengthens as the spirit warms. 


Krogstad — United States 
(Portland, Oregon) 

80 Proof, $26.99 for 750 ml 

This is made by House Spirits, the same folks who 
distill the popular Aviation Gin. For a change, 
I tried this one straight from the freezer, not the 
fridge. Cold often diminishes the scent of a spirit. 
Not Krogstad. The star anise hits you right between 
the nostrils—like ouzo or arak. There’s a fainter 
scent, not identifiable at first. The anise gives the 
impression of sweetness, and there’s a little burn, 
which doesn’t last and isn’t unwelcome. 


Next comes grapefruit peel (including the bitter pith), 
and finally the caraway as the spirit comes to room 
temperature, balancing out that anise-sweetness. If 
licorice is not your thing, you might want to pass by 
Krogstad. Otherwise, youll get maximum flavor for 
your money. 
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Aalborg “Taffel” - Denmark 

90 Proof, $21.99 for 750 ml 

My introduction to aquavit. Aalborg is all about 
balance. On the nose, there’s citrus (lemon peel) 
and fresh pear. Then caraway and plenty of it. It’s 
almost gin-like, refreshing. Aquavit is often served 
with Scandinavian fare like smoked fish, and 
Aalborg is a perfect match for lox, gravlax, herring, 
or even sardines. 


Aquavit is not famous as a cocktail mixer, but 
Aalborg makes a fantastic Bloody Mary. It’s an even 
better Martini, especially if you substitute a sprig of 
dill or a caper berry for the olive. I can personally 
vouch for this. 


In the 1980s, I enjoyed two Aalborg martinis at 
the bar of the forever-lost Windows on the World 
Restaurant, North Tower, World Trade Center. New 
Jersey never looked so picturesque. Skdl!

Meet the New

If you haven’t visited Fokkers Pub since they 
moved from the east to the west side of Miracle Strip 
about a year and a half ago, you don’t know what 
you're missing. So we'll tell you. 


There is now a lot of parking directly off the side 
entrance, which is where you'll also find a lovely 
breezeway with outdoor seating. Inside, there’s 
way more space than the old location, and it’s 
filled with plenty of tables and a full-sized bar. 
The decor has gone from comfy to classy, done in 
dark wood-granite-weathered tabletops and enough 
nostalgia and neon items on the walls to keep things 
interesting. 


When it comes to food, they've stuck with their 
roots and continue to offer plenty of German fare— 
bratwurst, knockwurst, schnitzel, spaetzel, and, of 
course, sauerkraut. They may be best known for their 
pizza, particularly the 10-topping Mother Fokker 
loaded with two types of bacon, sausage, pepperoni, 
ham, veggies and olives. If that isn’t daring enough for 
you, check out the new Devil’s Fokker, a five-alarm 
pie made with sriracha, jalapenos, banana peppers, 
spicy sausage, pepperoni and ghost pepper cheese. 


We hear it’s already been a big hit at the pub 
because, no doubt, some like it hot. But we also have 
a sneaking suspicion it has something to do with 
having all that beer to wash down the fire breath. 
The offerings here count among our very favorites in 
the local area, as it’s one of the few places where you 
can get freshly tapped authentic German bier. Yes, 
we hear some of you craft lovers groaning right 
now, but no worries. They keep a great selection 
of American classics including Yuengling, as well 
as bottles of Corona and crafts, including some by 
Grayton Beer. 


Their selection of 
wine and_ signature 
cocktails—such as 
the fruity Miracle 
Strip Morning Mist 
martini—is just as 
impressive. If you’re a 
whiskey drinker, you 
probably already know 
about their top shelf 
offerings. When Happy 
Hour kicks in—3 to 7 
p-m. daily and all day 
on Tuesdays—they’re 
an absolute _ steal. 
Currently, happy hour 
prices vary depending 


on what you're 
drinking, with some 
beers going for as — 


little as half price. But 
plans are to simplify 
happy hour beginning 
September 1 when 
domestic beer and well 
drinks will be priced at 
three dollars and wine 
and premiums will be 
discounted by a dollar.

Even when full-priced \" 
at $5.50, premium 
beer here is a bargain. | 

So why not take a | 
walk on the wild side 
and check out some 
of the dependably 7% : 
good-quality German Puy | 
brewskis by Kostritzer, Es 
Warsteiner, Erdinger or 
Kromenbourg? Though | 
more than a few dark, 
bread-in-a-glass style 
dunkels are offered— 
these are always near 
and dear to our hearts— 
newbies can play it 
safe with a hefeweizen. Due to the lighter color 
and style, hefes make a good gateway beer when 
crossing over from, say, an IPA or American lager or 
pilsner. Balanced with natural fruitiness and spice, 
most hefes offer fully developed flavor yet do not 
overwhelm the taste buds. 


Or you can opt (like we did) for a freshly tapped 
Warsteiner Oktoberfest, a seasonal, deep golden 
Marzen that was slightly spicy, robust yet light, 
balanced but not bitter. According to Warsteiner, 
all of their beers, including this one, conform to the 
German Purity Law regulating ingredients. That’s 
right. This Motherland takes it beer so seriously 
there’s acenturies-old law protectingits authenticity. 
Maybe that’s why we find German beers so delish. 


That’s not to say we’d pass up a bargain priced 
pitcher or bucket of any good old American classic, 
especially if they’re priced at seven and 12 dollars 
like they are at Fokkers on game nights. Pair either 
with their big screen TVs and any of their daily food 
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specials—55-cent wings on Thursdays, discounted 
pizza on Sundays and Mondays—and you have a 
winning combination that won’t break the bank. 


Speaking of deals, Fokker’s has a $7.99 lunch 
special that includes a more-than-generous no-wait 
food bar that’s fresh and colorful and offers plenty 
of healthy salad fixings. Another new addition is 
brunch, served from 10 a.m. until 2 p.m. Saturdays 
and Sundays, featuring hearty omelets, breakfast 
meats and a luscious assortment of plump waffles, 
French toast and crepes oozing with fruit and 
mounded with whipped cream. The language of love 
is spoken with carbs, and these had us swooning. 


Though the delicious eats, primo libations and truly 
affordable prices are reason enough to visit, Fokkers’ 
best attribute is its casual, comfy vibe, friendly staff 
and just-as-friendly patrons who instantly make 
you feel right at home. If you haven’t met the new 
Fokkers yet, it’s time you checked them out.
